‘The enhancement of the penalties prescribed for offences against the Act had 
been advocated by certain of the Local Governments, on the ground that the per- 
sons who commonly committed such offence’ were unable to pay a fine, and that 
they did not care to be put into thie civil jail—in fact, it was rather a luxury to 
them than otherwise; andimprisonmentwithout hard labour was really no punish- 
ment to them at all. ‘There was no doubt that large frauds were committed on 
the excise-revenue; that one of their chief causes was the lightness of the penal + 
ties attending their detection, and that, till severer penalties were prescribed, the 
revenue would be inndequately protected. ‘The Bill accordingly gave power to 
sentence to imprisonment of cither description extending to six months in diew 
of, or in addition to fine in certain cases, and in other cases substituted iaupris- 
onment in the criminal jail for imprisonment in the civil jail. 

‘The Hon’ble Mn. Rivers ‘Toxerson said that he might mention that. the 
cultivation of ganjé had all along been prohibited in British Burma ; but, not 
withstanding this prohibition, from the facility with which the drug could be 
smuggled into the province, frequently difficulties had arisen. It had been 
brought to light that, although the cultivation of ganja did not provail in the 
country, there was no Pemaliy against the use or possession of it ; and, therefore, 
the only way that it could he controlled was by employing the preventive 
officers to seize the article before it could be brought. om shore, and Oy cent 
cating it, ‘These measures were not always sucessful ; and the fact that the 
drug was ‘often smuggled into Burma by the native troops from Madras and 
Bengal, and that the post office even was used for delivering packets of the drug 
in different parts of the country, rendered it necessmy that the law should be 
made more stringent.

‘The transfer of the Cawnpore and Etéwah terminal divisions from the Upper 
the Lower Ganges Canal, mentioned in para. 5, explains the apparent decrease _ 
in the revenue of the fofmer, and great increase on the latter canal. Spain 
‘The total canal revenue is higher than that of 1877-78, when the arén was 

* greater. This is due to the large area under rice. 
‘The Gccupiers’ rate per acre was Rs. 270/as compared with Rs. 2:81 and 
Rs. 3-14 in 1678 and 1879 respectively, the falling-off being due to the decrease 
4in sugarcane und olher crops. ‘But for the large increase in area of rice the rate 

‘per acre would have been still lower in 1880.
